Mffce EnJoy tlie Theatres—Science 
Society All Hold Sway in 
American Skater. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


PARIS, Jan. 12.—In this letter I propose 


telling your readers, at lost a few of the 
many attractions, of Paria as a place of win- 
ter residence. The subject is almost Inex- 
haustible and you have not room to.sriet.ta 
that might be said. So I shall select tome of 
the more important topics. 


To those who enjoy the theatre there la no 


place like this city; Nowhere ejse can you 
find such a perfect troupe as at therfamoBS 
Comedie FranceJse, or Theatre Francais, as; 
this celebrated play house Is also called. It 
is a state theatre, and has a peculiar organi- 
zation of its own which enables it to live 
quite independently of: the receipts of taei 
box office, although what is taken in at the 
door is far from being a secondary consider-; 
ation. 
The actors and actressess of the 


Theatre Francais are all well trained, and 
even the minor parts are performed in a man 


< ner beyond criticism. 
But the talent of the troup« is not tho only 


admirable feature of ther-Prancais. The list 
of plays that the manager can put on the 
stage at almost a moment's notice is larger, \ 
perhaps, than at any Bother theatre in the ; 
world, and one play is never kept running ; 
night after night for months at a time. On 
the contrary, the programme is very varied. 
During the week often as many as a half 
dozen different plays are given, so that a 
visitor who spends a month in Paris can go 
to the FrancaiB a dozen times, it he wishes, 
and see a new piece every night. 
" - 


But it must not be supposed that the 


Francais is the only good theatre in Paris. 
There are at least ten excellent play houses 
in this city, not to speak of the Qpei-a house, 
three circuses, several variety theatres, etc, 


And if you are a serious student you 


might go much farther and do a great deal 
worse. The university lectures are now at 
their full. 
Some of the wisest savants, 


some of the most distinguished'authors and 
some of the ablest thinkers in all Europe are 
now lecturing daily in the various schools of 
this learned city. It costs'you nothing to 
listen to Gaizot, Eenan, Oppert, Gastori 
Paris, Deschanel and a score of men who are 
authorities in their respective departments.' 


And if you are an artist this city is un- 


questionably the spot for yon to abide in. 
Americans used to go to Italy, tp Rome and 
.Florence. Several of our best sculptors stiD 
tarry in the Italian peninsula. But thtj new 
generation .of American artists, whether 
living in the United States or abroad, have, 
almost without exception, studjed in .this 
city. Among those who are now on, your 
side of the Atlantic I recall French, Taft and 
Dohohoue, tha sculptors; while the list of 
painters' names is so long that I will nob 
venture to enumerate them. What a fascin- 
ation there is in the artistic life, of Paris! 
What an art education it is to simply walk 
the streets of this beautiful city I An'dif.yoo, 
visit the galleries, study at sohopls, enter 
some master's studio and associate with the 
artists, you are a made man in your calling, 
provided there is a spark of genius in you. 


To the lady or young man who cares only 


for the pleasures of society, Paris offers « 
thousand, charms. In the, first place, it i» 
still the center of fashion, notwithstanding 
the fact that we have been living under* 
republican regime for nearly twenty years. 
The dressmakers of th» Rue de la Paix still 
hold sway in London, St. Petersburg, Madrid, 
Hew York, Chicago and-San Francisco. 
Ladies will bear sea sickness for a week in 
order to spend an hour with Worth or to 
wander through the Bon Marche and Louvre. 


v But it is not only the fashions that Interest 
society inclined Americans. There is a con- 
tinual round of gayeties on the carpet. With 
good letters ol introduction you:can .dance 
and call and dine to. your: heart's content 
There are numerous clubsrr«por.ting dubs, 
political clubs and art clubs. There: are 
races almost every Sunday oil the year- 
around. Every ;lady has her "day," and in 
one afternoon you can get enough "small 
talk," social, literary and political gossip, to 
satisfy you for a whole week.; 
• , 


It is true that you cannot take sleigh rides. 


I never saw a cutter on the Champs Elysee* 
or in the Bols, although we do now and then,, 
but very lately, have enough snow to make, 
fair sleighing for a day. I have heard .of, 
some Russian families who have been.sean In 
the streets of Paris enjoying a drive in one- 
of those picturesque Russian sleighs. But 
the Parisians would stare at you so that there 
would be:but little fun in slipping over tha 
snow, even if you had the snow to slip on. 


But you can skate. As I write these lines 


I see boys and girls and grown people gliding 
over the basin in the Tuileries garden. The 
plot of ice is not very large, but quite big 
•enough to accommodate the skaters, for very; 
few native born Parisians have ever learned 
the art. The Americans, Russians and other 
foreigners from the^cold countries who hap^ 
pen to be in Paris just now, go to the lakes 
in the BWs de Boulogne, or to the large basins 
at Versailles, or to various ponds scattened 
about the capital. There is a special private 
pond in the Bois, where- a very select body 
skate. You «ee here counts and countesses 
without number, and even princes'and prin- 
cesses, English lords and ladies, and Ameri- 
can millionaires or members !of "the best 
families." Here it is that the Rothschilds 
get their amusement on the ice. 


But the observed of all is a modest young 


American, without any titles, if I except Tils 
bachelor's degree conferred on him some 
time ago t>y Columbia college. I refer to 
Mr. George a Vail, of New York, who has 
been residing in Paris for several years. He 
is a fine athlete and o graceful skater. He 
performs all the well known "ice tricks," 
and is naturally the wonder of this aristo- 
cratic circle ot skaters.. He cuts one's name 
on the ice so perfectly that a certain countess 
naively exclaimed, when she saw her name, 
titles and all, come out from under Mr. 
Vail's skate: "Why, you make my rign 
manual on the ice better than I can on 
paper «

night. He is given the liberty of the 
corridor on the west side ot the double 
tier of cells, and with the admonition, to 
behave himself, he mingles with the other 
prisoners. 


He will be locked up every night in one 


of the upper cells. He slept well last 
night and looked fresh and nervy this 
morning when he appeared tor breakfast. 


Joe Manzy, the sheriff's son, who Offi- 


ciates as turnkey, asked his father yester- 
day if he should have the prisoner heavi- 
ly ironed and put in charge of a "death 
watch," a mail to ait on a stool at,; the 
prisoner's cell door, keeping constant 
guard day and aight to prevent the pris- 
oner from doing himself any bodily harm 
and guard against any attempt to escape. 
The sheriff hasruled against thi8;extreme 
notion, believing that some time will 
elapse yet before the sentence will have 
to be carried out.

Since the sentence was passed, the 


Sheriff hiis been thinking frequently 
where the execution will take place, in 
case there is no commutation of sentence. 
He don't like to hang the man in the 
body of the jail, and he regrets that it is 
his official duty to perform the act of the 
hangman. Bnt if the man is to hang he 
will do the work to the best of his ability. 
He would like, however, to have the exer 
eution 3 occur out; Bide of the jaili 
Perhaps the board of supervisors will be 
asked to erect a scaffold on the lot ad- 
joining the jail, the same to be enclosed 
from public view by a temporary build-

The Sheriff has received a number of 


letters from different parts of the coun- 
try since the murder was committed, ask- 
ing about the prisoner. One letter came 
from a lady in Indiana, who inquired 
after an absent and wayward brother; 
she thought that possibly Westbrook 
was the absent one who had not been 
heard from for a number of yeare. She 
was givon a description of the prisoner 
and was assared that Westbrook was not 
her brother. A similar inquiry came from 
an anxious woman living in Missouri. 
Other letters eame from parties wanting 
particulars of the deed and trial, and 
asking for passes to witness the execu- 
tion. 


It is not the purpose of the Sheriff to 


make the execution, if it becomes neces- 
sary to carry out the sentence, in any 
sense a public affair. He will issue cards 
of admission to one representative of 
each of the Decatur papers, but beyond 
the reporters and necessary officers he ia 
not now prepared to promise any courte- 
sies. In fact he doesn't care to talk much 
about the execution. 


The reporter had a chat with Attorney 


I. B. Mills this morning. He says he is 
now making speedy preparations to apply 
for a supersedeas to give the prisoner a 
final hearing before the supreme court. 
The expense of making the transcript of 
evidence and preparing the record will 
not be less than 8600 or 8700, but he 
says, the expense will be met in some 
way. 
A number of parties have already 


volunteered to contribute liberally to the 
fund. Mr. Mills added that he is not 
actuated by sentiment in the matter. He 
feels that a great responsibility rests 
upon him, and that he cannot act con- 
scientiously or secure that full peace of 
mind given the attorney who knows he 
has done everything in his power for a 
condemned client, until he has exhausted 
every possible hope of securing commu- 
tation of sentence for Westbrook. Mr. 
Mills says he honestly believes that Judge 
Smith erred in admitting the dying state- 
ment of Gross to the jury, and will not 
rest satisfied until the supreme court has 
reviewed that question and has given its 
judgment. There is no doubt but that 
one of the supreme court judges will 
grant a supersedes in a case of such im- 
portance, which of course will put off 
the day of execution until the case can 
be presented before the full bench with 
the evidence and briefs. 
.. 
The story is abroad, started by some 
one unknown, that Westbrook is wanted 
in Missouri for killing a man, and that in 
case the prisoner had been acquitted, 
Sheriff Mauzy had the papers in his pos- 
session to rearrest Westbrook. There .is 
no truth in the yarn. The Sheriff says 
he never had any such papers, and tnnt 
ao far as he knows the prisoner was never 
before implicated in any stabbing or 
shooting affray.

Salt keeps fruit from n.ecay.- 
inu until"it can be digested and OTsimi- 
lated and prolongs the time to allotvthe 
digestive organs to complete their work 
and if food is taken in excess, as often 
happens when stock is in pasture, salt 
given frequently w»U be of much advan- 
tage. Andfurthei, saltis preventive of 
worms. When fermentation -sets in, the 
conditions presented are favorable to the 
existence of worms in -the intestinal 
canals; and may poesibly be endangered 
by ihe process. Consequently it should 
be a rule with stockmen to keep salt be- 
fore their cattle or within reach when 
they need it, end cattle will obey the
